O NCE-bony Nicole Richie’s cups 
runneth over! 

While the fashionista hasn’t 
admitted to going under the 
knife, medical experts agree her 
new breasts are among the best that 
money can buy! 

“She appears to have rounder, full- 
er breasts with an increased bust 
size that only a silicone implant can 
bring,” said plastic surgeon Dr. Lyle 
M. Back, who has not treated Nicole. 

“These are conservative implants 
which create - at most - a full B or 
small C cup.” 

The reality TV star’s long-running 
battle with eating disorders has been 
well-documented by The National 
ENQUIRER. As we reported in Jan. 
2014, the 5-foot-l mother of two had 
melted to a frightening 87 pounds. 

“She was at a scary level of skinny,” 
said Dr. Back, adding that extreme 


weight loss can per- 
manently affect the 
size of a woman’s 
breasts. 

“But she seems to 
have gained back 
healthy weight from 
the waist down, at 
least. It also seems 
that she’s given her 
breasts a little extra 
help to complement 
her new curves.” 

Cosmetic surgeon 
Dr. Anthony Youn, who 
has not treated Nicole, 

33, said: “Her surgeon 
did a classy job.” 

Dr. Back agreed, adding: “As a ce- 
lebrity patient told me recently, 'Doc, I 
don’t want it to look really obvious that 
I’ve had them done, but I don’t want 
them to look like I haven’t either!”’

T HEY’RE not married yet, but the 
honeymoon’s already over for “The 
Bachelorette” Kaitlyn Bristowe and 
her fiance, Shawn Booth - because 
his parents hate her publicized sex life!

who died in 1995 at age 90. 

“She was murdered, and I 
hope someday charges can 
be brought,’’ said Mark, who 
believes Anna Nicole and her 
son, Daniel, were killed in a 
sordid swirl of greed, jealousy 
and violence. 

In an exclusive interview 
with The National ENQUIRER, 
Mark said he met the sex god- 
dess when she was preparing 
for a court battle over her late 
husband’s $1.6 billion fortune. 

The former Playmate of the 
Year jumped into bed with 
him just hours later and de- 
manded he be her love slave 
for an athletic six-hour orgy! 

“Anna couldn’t keep her 
hands off me,’’ Mark has said. 

“She was very demanding 
and wanted sex in every posi- 
tion you can imagine.

“She really knew how to 
pleasure a man. Anna had an 
amazing body. It was the best 
sex of my life!’’ he recalled. 

Days later, the blonde had 
handsome, 6-foot-3 Mark 
moved into the three-bed- 
room Hollywood home she 
shared with Daniel, then 14, 
a child from her marriage to 
fried chicken cook Billy Smith. 

Daniel died at age 20 in his 
mother’s hospital room in 
2006, while visiting her in the 
Bahamas days after she gave 
birth to a baby girl named 
Dannielynn. 

Anna Nicole hired noted 
forensic pathologist Cyril 
Wecht to perform an au- 
topsy on her son. He ruled 
Daniel had died from a le- 
thal combination of the 
antidepressants Zoloft and 
Lexapro as well as metha- 
done, which is used in the 
treatment of heroin and mor- 


phine addiction. Cyril said 
he could draw no conclusion 
as to why Daniel was using 
methadone. 

Anna Nicole herself died less 
than five months later Feb. 8, 
2007, at the Hard Rock Hotel 
and Casino in Hollywood, Fla. 


WHAT’S MORE, The EN- 
QUIRER has learned Anna 
Nicole’s 64-year-old mother, 
Virgie Arthur, believes the 
deaths were no coincidence. 

“Virgie believes the same 
person is responsible for her 
grandson’s and her daugh- 
ter’s deaths. Virgie was a 
sheriff and feels there’s no ac- 
cident in this,’’ said Mark. 

“I agree with Virgie. I think 
something is definitely 
wrong.’’ 



Mark said someone should 
have intervened and gotten 
the depressed Anna Nicole 
help - especially after she was 
found facedown in the swim- 
ming pool at her home in the 
Bahamas mere days before 
she died. 

Her bodyguard had pulled 
her from the pool and revived 
her, but she was “falling into 
a deeper and deeper depres- 
sion,’’ Mark said.

ACCORDING TO MARK, his 

own relationship with Anna 
Nicole ended when the FBI 
sought his help to implicate 
her in a murder-for-hire plot 
in 2000 and 2001. 

With the Marshall bil- 
lions then at stake, the feds 
suspected the blonde bomb- 
shell plotted to murder her 
late husband’s son. Pierce, 
who was challenging the will 
in court. 

The FBI wanted Mark to

I dence she hired a hit man to 
i do the dirty work and elimi- 
j nate her competition, 

I “I told them I would do it, 

' but ultimately I couldn’t go 
through with it because I 
loved her,” Mark said. 

He explained the feds first 
asked him to call her 
“I said okay. They listened 
and recorded it. She was 
I slurring very bad and not 
making a whole lot of sense, 
and their angle to convince 
me was, ‘If you don’t help 
her, she’ll die.’ 

“But I said, ‘If I help you and 
wear a wire, she’s going to be 
in prison for the rest of her 
life.’ I just wanted to get her 
straightened out and off pills 
and to start exercising.” 

But she never received 
help, and she was never ar- 
rested. “They probed it for 
a while,” Mark added. “They 
showed up at her place and 
confiscated a knife and gun 
and mask.”

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ARRISON Ford’s near- 
fatal March 5 plane 
crash may have been 
caused by malicious 
tampering, accord- 
ing to bombshell documents 
obtained by The National

What’s more, The ENQUIRER 
can exclusively reveal the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration is 
concealing a potentially block- 
buster medical secret about 
the “Star Wars” actor. 

Harrison, 73, suffered a bro- 
ken ankle, broken pelvis and 
severe head lacerations 
after crashing his WWII- 
era Ryan Aeronautical 
ST3KR at the Penmar Golf 
Course in Venice, Calif. 

Buried in a National 
Transportation Safety 
Board report on the mis- 
hap was the shocking detail 
that the malfunction was 
caused solely by a curiously 
loose part. 

“A post-accident examina- 
tion of the airplane’s engine 
revealed that the carbure- 
tor’s main metering jet was 
unscrewed from its seat and 
rotated 90 degrees,” the re- 
port read. 

“The unseated jet would 
have allowed an increased fuel 
flow through the main me-

tering orifice, producing an 
extremely rich fuel-to-air ratio, 
which would have resulted in 
the loss of engine power.” 

Harrison’s plane lost pow- 
er shortly after takeoff, and 


he was credited with saving 
untold lives by steering the 
troubled craft away from sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. 

An aviation expert told The 
ENQUIRER that the tamper- 


ing could have easily 
been done by some- 
one with malicious 
intent. 

“It would have to 
be someone who has 
access to the airport: 
maintenance! own- 
ers, those sorts of 
people/' said the ex- 
pert, who spoke to 
The ENQUIRER on 
the condition of ano- 
nymity because of the 
possibility of a crimt- 
na! probe. 

“You have to be a 
smart person who 
understands how the car- 
buretor works to pull it off/' 
Following the accident. 
The ENQUIRER filed a Free- 
dom of Information Act 
request with the FAA for 
crash documents. 

Dr. Melchor J. Antuhano, the 
director of the Civil Aerospace 
Medical Institute, told The EN- 
QUIRER the FAA had removed 
information that “would con- 
stitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” 

“It’s unknown if the [undis- 
closed] medical condition 
played a role in the March 
crash,” an insider told The EN- 
QUIRER. “That issue remains 
under investigation.” 


Travolta in GAY COURT VICTORY! 



N A legal triumph for John Travolta, the 
actor will not be forced to face off with 
a former gay lover in court, The National 
ENQUIRER has learned. 

A civil suit filed against the 61-year- 
old “Grease” star filed by Doug 
Gotterba was set to go to trial on 
Aug. 7 in Santa Barbara, Calif. 

But a court document obtained 
by The ENQUIRER shows the legal 
action was halted a week earlier. 

According to the papers, the case 
was dismissed “with prejudice” after 
Doug’s lawyer filed a petition on July 31 to end 
the proceedings. 



Doug, 65, had worked as John’s pilot in the 
1980s. He’s battled for two years to publish a 
book, “Travolta Exposed,” about their alleged 
homosexual relationship, which Doug 
said went on for six years before John 
married actress Kelly Preston. 

The ENQUIRER exclusively re- 
ported details of the affair in 2012, 
but John’s lawyers fought the 
book’s publication, claiming that 
Doug was violating a previously 
signed confidentiality agreement. 

But the case is now settled, with a 
source telling The ENQUIRER: “As far as John’s 
concerned, it’s all been put in the closet.” 
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T he National ENQUIRER snapped 
this world exclusive photo of Bob- 
bi Kristina Brown’s final resting 
place as new claims were made 
against her fiery boyfriend by the fam- 
ily of Whitney Houston’s late daughter! 

On Aug. 7, an amended lawsuit filed 
by Bobbi Kristina’s conservator alleges 
Nick Gordon gave her a “toxic cock- 
tail,’’ and then put her facedown in a 
bathtub of cold water. 

The documents claim Gordon returned from an “all-night 
cocaine and drinking binge’’ at around 6 a.m. on Jan. 31. 
Then, he engaged Bobbi Kristina in an argument in their 
kitchen. The dispute moved to their upstairs bedroom 
where he accused Bobbi Kristina of cheating. After 30 min- 
utes, he allegedly gave her a substance that rendered her 
unconscious, and he placed her in the tub. As The ENQUIR- 
ER went to press, he had not been charged by police. 

“Krissi” was laid alongside her mother, Whitney Houston, 
on Monday, Aug. 3, following her death on July 26. ne

“It’s a positive risk factor for 
death!” said the expert. 

“Angie is driving herself to 
an early grave,” said an insid- 
er close to the Oscar-winning 
beauty. 

“She’s wasting away, not 
eating and pushing herself 
beyond the limit! 

“Her eyes are sunken in, and 
her veins and her bones are 
bulging. She looks like a walk- 
ing corpse!” 


A BIG PART of the problem: 
Angie is focused on her work 
on behalf of the U.N. and refu- 
gees around the world - and 
not on her own well-being.

ovarian cancer, the mother of 
six had a double mastectomy 
in 2013, telling her family she 
didn’t want to die. Since then, 
she’s also had her ovaries and 
fallopian tubes removed. 

However, “these days An- 
gie seems to be flirting with 
death,” a second inside 
source said. 

“Sometimes she goes a 
whole day without eating a 
solid meal, and other days she 
sleeps until late afternoon be- 
cause she’s so worn out. 

“Friends worry that she 
could have as little as two 
years left to live.” 


THOSE FEARS are total- 
ly realistic, doctors agree. 
Based on information Angie 
has provided publicly, an in- 
dependent longevity analysis 
conducted by The ENQUIRER 
showed the star may not live 
to see her 42nd birthday on 
June 4, 2017. 

Medical experts, who have 
not treated the actress, warn 
that 5-foot-7 Angie ideally 
should weigh between 130 
and 140 pounds. 

Angie’s body mass index 
“is well below normal,” Dr. 
Arthur Wisot, clinical pro- 
fessor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at UCLA, told The 
ENQUIRER. 

“When you are very thin, you 
can burn through physical en- 



ergy, as well as emotional 
and mental energy, very 
quickly,” Tara Gidus, team 
dietitian for the Orlando 
Magic basketball team, ex- 
plained to The ENQUIRER. 

She also has an increased 
risk of “heart disease, the 
No. 1 killer of women,” Dr. 
Gabe Mirkin, co-author of 
“The Healthy Heart Miracle,” 
said. 

TO FURTHER compli- 
cate matters, Angie’s 
latest surgery triggered 
early menopause - and new 
physical and emotional 
problems. 

“Angelina has said she’s 
taking hormone replace- 
ments, but declining 
hormone levels can contrib- 
ute to hair loss and weight 
loss,” Dr. Jerome Spunberg, 
a board-certified radiation 
oncologist in Palm Beach 


Gardens, Fla., told The 
ENQUIRER. 

Angie displayed a distinct 
bald patch on April 3 in Los 
Angeles. 

“The kids see Angie’s hair 
loss and how sickly she 
looks, and it scares them to 
their core,” according to the 
source. 

“They’ve asked Brad if 
Mommy is going to die. He 
tells them, no, that their 
mother went to the doctor 
to fix things so she won’t 
die. 

“But it’s a frightening time 
for them. Until Angie gets 
serious about her health, 
her kids - as well as Brad 
- live in fear that she’ll be 
dead within a few years!” 

“Her charity work is praise- 
worthy but, her health can be 
imperiled,” said Dr. Fischer. 
“Please slow down, Ange- 
lina. The world needs you!”
